Towo 
warns 
Lions to 
clean up 
recycling 
centre

The Town of Didsbury 
has written a letter to the 
Didsbury Lions Club tell¬ 
ing them to clean up the 
recycling centre or be 
shut down. 

After continuing to 
receive complaints about 
the unsightliness of the 
site the Town has acted 
by sending correspond¬ 
ence to the Lions who 
oversee the project. 

Council voted unani¬ 
mously in favour of the 
motion. 

Earlier this year 
Town Council passed a 
motion that would see 
the recycling deal stay 
with the Lions even 
though the Mountain 
View Waste Authority of¬ 
fered to handle 
recyclables at a signifi¬ 
cantly lower cost. 

Council passed a mo¬ 
tion to stay status quo 
for one year with a con¬ 
dition that the site had to 
be cleaned up and main¬ 
tained. 

Council agreed at that 
time the centre had been 
messy and there was a 
need to better maintain 
the site in the future. 

Council heard that six 
challenged individuals 
worked at the site for less 
than minimum wage and 
agreed that a social serv¬ 
ice was being done by 
keeping the current 
agreement with the Lions 
Club.

TAXES 


Didsburians will 
pay more 
municipal fax 

Residential mil Irate up 0.25 
while assessments on houses up 
an average of 12 per cent

Didsburians will be 
paying more tax this 
year as the set millrate 
and assessments are 
both on the rise. 

Council confirmed 
last week the residential 
millrate will be set at 10 
for those living in a resi¬ 
dential area, up from 
9.75 the year before. 
That means residents 
will be paying an extra 
quarter for every thou¬ 
sand dollars of their 
homes value. 

The millrate went up 
for residential taxes last 
year from 9.3 to 9.75. 
However the commer¬ 
cial millrate fell from 
14.4 to 14. 

The commercial 
millrate will stay the 
same this year. 

In addition to an in¬ 
creased millrate, the 
value of homes is also 
up. 

Assessments, overall, 
are up 12 percent. 

Director of Corporate 
Services for the Town of 
Didsbury Brenda Hem¬ 
ming said residential 
improvements are up 
from $106,522,480 to 
$119,618,580 or 12.29 
per cent. Those figures 
only reflect the value of 
houses and not the land 
they are on. 


Hemming said that 
land values have also 
been on the rise how¬ 
ever. 

Despite the raise in 
the residential millrate 
the number is substan¬ 
tially lower than it was 
in the mid-90s. In 1995 
the residential millrate 
was set at 11.42 while 
the commercial millrate 
sat at 19.44. The 
number continued to 
slide through the rest of 
the 90s. 

Hemming said the 
Town was forced to set 
a higher residential 
millrate this year be¬ 
cause of costs they didn't 
have control over. Req¬ 
uisitions are up and the 
Town put aside $120,000 
for the clean-up of the 
dump. Other items have 
been on the increase as 
well - such as the cost 
of residential waste re¬ 
moval. 

Town Council gave 
the required three read¬ 
ings to By-law 02-06 
which officials set the 
tax rates for 2002. 

The Town set the 
rates early so they could 
get tax-notices out ear¬ 
lier than usual. In the 
past, residents have 
been given 30 days no¬ 
tice. 

This year they will 
have about 60. 


Town of Didsbury removes rescue unit from 2002 budget

Town Councillors voted in favour of removing a 
rescue unit for firefighters from their budget in the 
amount $103,000 at their regular meeting held last 

week. 

The move, which put a halt to a possible millrate 
increase of 0.5, means the Didsbury and District Fire 
Authority will receive a budget of $76,999 which in¬ 


cludes an operating amount of $65,499 and a capital 
amount of $11,500. 

The motion that was passed by Town Councillors 
included a serious look being taken to create reserves 
for large expenditures in the future. 

Fart of a wish list read by Councillor Harry Penner 
includes a new fire hall to be built in 2004. 

Councillor Gary Dolha expressed concern about 
future capital requirements. 


"If we are going to work towards these things we 
need to figure out how to do it prior to budget," he 
said. 

Penner said if the Town set aside money in reserves 
the capital expenditures "wouldn't hurt the Town so 
much". 

Councillor Clem Kuelker said he would like to see 
a longer term budget from the Fire Authority so that 
more planning could be done.

Some teachers still withholding voluntary services 

New provincial agreement between teachers and government has not ended labour dispute

An agreement signed by 
Alberta Learning, the Alberta 
School Boards Association 
(ASBA) and the provincial Al¬ 
berta Teachers Association 
(ATA) on Friday has not led 
to the end of a withdrawal of 
volunteer services campaign 
by some Chinook’s Edge 
teachers, sources confirmed 
Monday. 

Teachers in many schools 
had been withholding volun¬ 
teer services for such things 
as sporting events, music and 
drama programs, field trips 
and other activities. 

Under the so-called “good 
faith” agreement signed by 
the ATA, ASBA and the prov¬ 
ince, the provincial ATA has 
called on teachers to end their 
withdrawal of services cam¬ 
paigns. 

However, some teachers in 
Chinook’s Edge were continu¬ 
ing to withhold voluntary 
services on Monday, saying 
until a new contract is signed 
with the Chinook’s Edge 
board, they will continue the 
campaign. 

“That’s how bad some 
teachers feel that have been 
treated by this board,” said 
ATA local president Bob 
Worsfold. 

“I wish to advise 
teachers that the 
withdrawal of these 
voluntary services 
was on an 
individual basis 
and that any return 
to performance of 
these services 
should be on an 
individual and 
strictly voluntary 
basis.”

In an Apr. 22 letter to lo¬ 
cal members, Worsfold said 
teachers withdrew services on 
an individual basis and can 
return those services if they 
please. 

“I wish to advise teachers 
that the withdrawal of these 
voluntary services was on an 
individual basis and that any 
return to performance of 
these services should be on an 
individual and strictly volun¬ 
tary basis. They are still and 




will continue to be volun¬ 
tary,” Worsfold said. 

The provincial agreement 
came two months and fifteen 
days after teachers across the 
province, including more than 
600 in Chinook’s Edge, went 
out on strike on Feb. 4. More 
than 11,000 students from 
ECS to Grade 12 were locked 
out of schools in the district. 

Chinook’s Edge includes 
schools in Olds, Didsbury, 
Sundre, Carstairs and 
Innisfail. 

The teachers had asked for 
an 11.5 per cent wage in¬ 
crease over one year, while 
the board had countered with 
an offer of six per cent over 
two years. No new contact 
has been signed in Chinook’s 
Edge. 

Following a three week 
strike, the province legislated 
teachers back to work on Feb. 
21. Four days later the prov¬ 
ince passed the Education 
Services Settlement Act 
(ESSA) forcing teacher and 
boards into binding arbitra¬ 
tion. 

In response, teachers 
across the province, including 
many in Chinook’s Edge, 
launched the withdraw of vol¬ 
unteer services campaign. 

Gait Kirkelund, ATA repre¬ 
sentative at Sundre’s River 
Valley school, said teachers 
met on Monday to discuss the 
new provincial agreement. 

“We do feel that we are un¬ 
able to wholly support it (the 
agreement) because we still 
don’t have a contract,” said 
Kirkelund. “Some of the (vol¬ 


untary) activities may not be 
returned at this time. We 
don’t really know which vol¬ 
untary activities will be re¬ 
turned. 

“Our main concern is that 
we still don’t have a contract, 
and in essence we have given 
away everything if we return 
our voluntary services, we’ll 
have no recourse anymore, 
and I think that is a big con¬ 
cern to everyone.” 

Many Chinook’s Edge 
teachers are not going to re¬ 
turn their voluntary services 
until a new agreement is 
signed, sources say. 

“My position is until our 
Chinook’s Edge board shows 
some initiative to give us a 
reasonable offer, one that is 
comparable with Red Deer, to 
negotiate and show some good 
will, I am not willing to pro¬ 
vide any of the volunteer serv¬ 
ices back,” teacher Larry 
Nielsen said Monday. 

“Until they make a move 
to show us that they are go¬ 
ing to start bargaining I can’t 
see my way clear to provide 
my way back to provide any 
of the services.” 

Chinook’s Edge board 
chairman Roy Brassard called 
Friday’s provincial agreement 
a “positive move”. 

“It indicates a cooperation 
amongst the parties that were 
involved in making the deci¬ 
sion,” said Brassard. “Any¬ 
thing that will bring those 
sides together into an agree¬ 
ment is a positive move. It is 
what would likely be consid¬ 
ered a first step, a positive

first step. There was an im¬ 
passe that was impacting on 
education in general and stu¬ 
dents in particular. 

“We’re looking for a posi¬ 
tive solution for everybody 
and hopefully this will lead to 
that. The immediate benefit is 
I understand the volunteer 
services will be resumed, 
which is good for the stu¬ 
dents. I think that they were 
really hurting over this so I 
see that as a positive step 
also.” 

On Friday, Worsfold called 
the provincial agreement a 
positive step. 

“It’s a step in the right di¬ 
rection I guess,” said 
Worsfold. “There are some 
good things in it, but there 
are still some limitations in 
it. Some may chose not to go 
back to doing it (voluntary 
services), but I think you will 
see some going back, possibly 
most. I can’t speak for them 
individually.” 

Under the agreement 
signed on Friday, the ATA has 
agreed not to proceed with 
legal action against the 
ESSA. 

In turn the province will 
pay the teachers’ unfunded 
pension liability for a one- 
year period, at a cost of about 
$54 million to taxpayers, and 
will not introduce legislative 
changes related to the ATA 
structure. 

“This agreement will go a 
long way towards restoring 
teachers’ confidence in the

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E-mail convinces 
few students to 
walk from classes

Students at Didsbury High 
School did not react in mass to 
an E-mail encouraging them to 
walk out of school on April 17. 

Students were heard by 
teachers talking about the pos¬ 
sibility of a walkout the morn¬ 
ing of April 17 but when the 
clock hit 10a.m. - the time of 
the walk out suggested in the 
E-mail, only a half-dozen left 
classes and only made it to the 
entrance of the school. 

Vice principal Denise Miller 
said the students stayed out of 
class for about 15 minutes then 
returned to class. 

"It didn't happen here," said 
Miller about an hour after the 
planned walkout. 

"A couple of kids left to the 
front foyer." 

Miller said administration 
was aware of the possibility of 
a walkout and said the issue 
was addressed in classes when 
students mentioned the possi¬ 
bility. 

Miller said students were 
encouraged to pursue other av¬ 
enues of political action that 
would not involve missing 
school time. 

Miller said she believes not 
all of the students have been

affected by withdrawn services 
and Bill 12. 

Those who have not been 
affected by the actions during 
the teachers' contract were un¬ 
likely to participate in a walk¬ 
out. 

Students in Carstairs and 
Olds did not leave the school 
premises on the same day ac¬ 
cording to administration. Stu¬ 
dents in Innisfail did leave in 
masses. 

In the E-mail that was sent 
out to students across the prov¬ 
ince suggests that everyone 
should walk out and refuse to 
go to school until the work-to- 
rule campaign is ended and 
Ralph Klein does something 
about the "teachers striking". 

The end of the E-mail en¬ 
courages the receiver to pass 
the E-mail on to other students.

Man ran up $5,200 on credit card 


A 26-year-old man who ran 
up $5,200 in unauthorized 
charges on a credit card belong¬ 
ing to a company he was work¬ 
ing for has been jailed. 

Carl James Bjorkman 
pleaded guilty in Didsbury pro¬ 
vincial court on April 15 to a 
charge of fraud. 

The accused used the card to 
purchase various items over a 
one week period in September, 
prosecutor Danny Elliott told 
Judge C. Skene. 

The accused had been given 
the card for use in emergencies 
and business purchases only. 

The accused, who was on pa¬ 
role for an unrelated conviction 
at the time of the crime, has had 


his parole revoked and is serv¬ 
ing a further nine months, 
court heard. 

The latest sentence will run 
concurrent to that sentence. 

Bjorkman was also ordered 
to pay $5,200 restitution. 

The Crown withdrew 
charges of forgery and uttering 
forged document against the 
accused. 

Man broke into weekend 
home 

A 22-year-old man who 
broke into a Cremona-area 
residence and made off with a 
number of household items has 
been ordered to complete com¬ 
munity service hours. 

Cody Russell Jensen pleaded 


guilty to a charge of being un¬ 
lawfully in a dwelling-house and 
possession of stolen property. 

The accused broke into the 
home on Jan. 19 and stole al¬ 
cohol, tools, CDs and other 
items, prosecutor Elliott told 
the court. 

Jensen was arrested a short 
time after the break-in, court 
heard. 

The accused was later found 
to be in possession of a quad 
stolen from a Cochrane resi¬ 
dence earlier. 

Judge Skene handed the ac¬ 
cused a suspended sentence 
and ordered him to complete 75 
hours of community service. 
She also fined him $50.

In response, teachers 
throughout the province had 
withdrawn their voluntary 


services, including coaching 
sports and not marking di¬ 
ploma exams. The diploma ex¬ 
ams had to be modified, due 
to the strike action taken by 
teachers.

Can't be too careful

As the weather has become 
warmer the park has filled up 
with kids on hikes, skate boards 
and rollerblades. 

And friends of t host* who par- 
s ticipate in the launching off 

ramps also enjoy sitting and 
watching on the side of the park. 

But because of the high volume 
of kids in the skateboard park, 
the area is more dangerous than it needs to be. 1 don’t know if 
the Town expected the area to be as popular as it is, but the 
high traffic area has resulted in several near misses. A skate¬ 
board park can be a dangerous place with a high volume of 
bodies zigging and zagging through each other while trying to 
do tricks. 

I would hate to advocate heavy supervision at the skate 
board park because that would turn kids off who are looking 
for a few hours to be away from parents and teachers. I do 
strongly believe that some rules should be created and posted 
at the park including a capacity. While it would be difficult to 
enforce rules at the park, they could at least be put on display. 

With a capacity rule other rules such as no swearing or 
other rules that encourage respect among participants could 
also be included on a sign. 

Also the set-up of the skateboard park also needs some im¬ 
provements. Because there is no fence enclosing the area off, 
BMXers are jumping off a natural ramp created by the sinking 
in of the pavement on to the street. A fence should be erected 
to prevent the practice because kids using the jump are land¬ 
ing with little control. Add cars to the mix and the stakes for 
every' jump have risen. 

The Town knew there would be risks in creating a skate¬ 
board park. Measures need to be put in place to minimize as 
many of those risks as possible. Without a doubt there are 
liability issues associated with such a park also. While the 
ultimate concern should be for the kids, the Town has to be 
careful too.

Dear Diary, it’s been a while 
but given recent issues and tax 
questions that abound in offi¬ 
cial Ottawa, it is time to put 
some thoughts to paper. 

The Flying Tax: On April 
Fool’s day (how appropriate, 
not), the federal Air Travellers 
Security Charge (ASTC), 
known as the flying tax, went 
into effect. It adds $12 to one¬ 
way domestic flights and $24 to 
round-trip tickets and interna¬ 
tional flights ... supposedly to 
pay for new aviation security 
measures and its consequent 
bureaucracy. 

Here’s the rub, the tax won’t 
raise $2.2 billion over five years, 
it will be closer to $3 billion 
even though only $1 billion in 
equipment and service pur¬ 
chases have been budgeted. To 
add insult to air travellers, 
much of the security equipment 
is on back order worldwide, the 
bureaucracy won’t be in place 
for another six months and key 
officials will be Liberal patron¬ 
age appointees. 

Still, Finance Minister Paul 
Martin refuses to answer 
pointed and detailed policy 
questions about this blatant 
federal tax grab. Instead, he 
has sent out junior minister 
.John McCallum and the Under¬ 
taker for Airlines, David 
Collenette to fight his battles 
for him. 

On February 28, 2000, Min¬ 
ister Martin was hailed as a 
hero for finally re-indexing the 
tax system to inflation and end¬ 


ing bracket creep, on April 1st, 
he will be viewed as the enemy 
of taxpayers and the father of 
a very misguided public policy 
decision. My how times 
change. 

Taxes and Charities: Much 
has been made lately of the re¬ 
strictions that are placed on 
Canadian charities. Presently, 
registered charities can only 
devote 10% of their resources 
to political advocacy work. 
Many charities are lobbying for 
Canada Customs and Revenue 
to change this rule to allow 
them more flexibility for advo¬ 
cacy and political efforts. 

There is nothing wrong with 
a charity wanting to more sig¬ 
nificantly impact public policy 
debates and they should be free 
to do so. But, and it is a BIG 
BUT, the resources raised for 
these purposes should be a non- 
receiptable activity. In other 
words, if you give to the local 
AIDs hospice or Cancer foun¬ 
dation to help them deliver 
services, you get your 16% tax 
credit through a receipt issued 
by the charity. 

But if these organizations 
want to use donations to press 
for more government funding 
or faster approval of certain 
drugs (and it’s their right to do 
so), this activity should not be 
subsidized through the tax 
code. 

Thomas Jefferson put it best 
over 200 years ago when he 
stated, "to compel a man to fur¬ 
nish funds for the propagation 


of ideas he disbelieves and ab¬ 
hors is sinful and tyrannical.” 
For the record, the CTF does 
not issue tax receipts. 

And while we’re on the sub¬ 
ject, why is that when you give 
$100 to the United Way or the 
Heart and Stroke folks you get 
a 16% tax credit, but if you fork 
over the same amount to a po¬ 
litical party, your tax credit is 
75%? This is perverse. 

Tax Levels- 9 Years Later: 
Finally Dear Diary, we’re back 
to the old standby subject, our 
levels of taxation. 

Consider this, when the 
Chretien Liberals took office in 
1993, federal personal income 
taxes (FPIT) measured as a 
percentage of the economy 
(GDP) was 7.24%. 

As of the last budget, despite 
all the Liberal rhetoric about 
substantive tax cuts (modest 
would be the more appropriate 
adjective), FPIT as a percent of 
GDP is 7.40% ... it has gone 
up, not down! 

And just last week, the De¬ 
partment of Finance once again 
confirmed that we continue to 
be overtaxed. The federal 10- 
month surplus from April 2001 
to January 2002 now stands at 
$11.5 billion. Even with year- 
end adjustments and potential 
corporate tax rebates for 
overpayments, the federal sur¬ 
plus for fiscal 2001102 should 
easily exceed $6 billion. It’s time 
for a vacation, especially before 
the flying tax goes into effect.

Members of Parliament should 
be wary of animal rights law 


A Bill now being debated be¬ 
fore the House of Commons in 
Ottawa should be of serious 
concern to all livestock produc¬ 
ers, hunters, anglers, trappers, 
and anyone who has in the past 
or will in the future benefit 
from modern medicine. 

The Bill is Bill C15B, the 
Federal Government’s attempt 
to modernize the Canadian law 
against cruelty to animals. We 
all agree with the stated intent 
of increasing penalties against 
those who are deliberately cruel 
to animals. However, the way 
the Bill is written will leave 
those who are involved in the 
legal use of animals (ranchers, 
farmers, hunters, medical re¬ 
searchers, etc.) vulnerable to 
nuisance lawsuits. Indeed, ani¬ 
mal rights groups are on record 
as saying they will push the 
new law to its limits in pursuit 
of their agenda of seeing ani¬ 
mals treated equal with hu¬ 
mans. 

As it’s currently written, 
groups or individuals that want 
no use of animals whatsoever 
will be able to initiate charges 
against a rancher, farmer, 
hunter, angler, etc. While it’s 
true that the charge would only 
proceed to court with the ap¬ 
proval of an Attorney General, 
the person charged would in¬

Ed Nolan building will go to public auction in Sept. 


by Richard Westland 


The infamous Ed Nolan 
building, an eyesore on Dids- 
bury’s main street, will be 
put up for public auction in 
September as council tries to 
bring the saga to a close. 

In an attempt to have the 
issue moving again. Council 
made the motion to put the 
building up for auction and 
are able to do so because of 
an outstanding tax bill. 

The Municipal Govern¬ 
ment Act (Section 418 (1)) 
states that "Each municipal¬ 
ity must offer for sale at a 


public auction any parcel of 
land shown on its arrears 
list if the tax arrears are not 
paid. 

Council set a reserve bid 
of $22,610 on the parcel 
which is the assessed value 
of the parcel. 

It is unlikely that a bid 
will be placed on the Ed 
Nolan building. Anyone 
who buys the property 
would also have to pay 
$131,301.11 on owed taxes 
which have been multiply¬ 
ing every year. Leins against 
the building would be auto¬ 
matically bumped if the 


building was sold. 

CEO Evan Parliament 
said after the opportunity is 
presented to the public the 
Town of Didsbury would 
have the option of taking 
over the land. 

He said if that were to oc¬ 
cur the Town would at least 
have the option of moving 
towards cleaning up the 
land. He said the Town 
would have to be cautious 
about that decision as well 
because a new owner could 
be responsible for clean-up 
costs and could be liable for 
costs sought after by adja¬ 




cent owners. 

Currently the Town is lob¬ 
bying the provincial govern¬ 
ment for money to apply to¬ 
wards clean-up of the site. 

A study has shown the 
Town how contaminated the 
site is but a dollar figure on 
a clean-up project has not 
been established. 

"We need to find out how 
much to clean it up , apply 
for that amount and fight for 
it," said Parliament. "After 
seven years it is time to do 
something." 

Planning and Develop¬ 
ment Officer Robert Wigg 
said that people ask him 
about the building all the 
time and the possibility of 
one day using the lot for a 
business. 

The date for tax sale is 
Sept. 27 this year. The auc-

Town will not write support letter for Ag. Society

Didsbury Town Council voted unanimously not 
to write a letter of support for a Didsbury Ag. Soci¬ 
ety project that is competing for a grant the Town 
is interested in obtaining. 

The Didsbury Ag. Society wrote a letter to the 
Town asking for "a favourable letter of support’’ in 
regards to a grant application the group is making 
to the Community Facility Enhancement Program. 
The Ag. Society is hoping to secure the grant to 
help with the development and construction of new 
facilities on newly purchased land located North of 
Town. 

The Town, however has its own hopes for the 
money. It would like to use the grant to renovate 
the Multi-Purpose room. 

Town of Didsbury CEO Evan Parliament said if 
the Town wrote a letter of support for the Ag.

Parliament added that Town Council could en¬ 
dorse the Ag. Society project and still receive fund¬ 
ing for the Multi-Purpose Room but it would be 
unlikely. 

Councillor Gary Dolha said the Ag. Society in 
the past stated they didn't need the Town's help when 
applying for such grants and was confused about

The other concluded those sources are not adequate, and 
affect the productivity of cattle. 

Alana, whose family raises cattle in the Innisfail area, 
set out to learn the truth. 

Alana worked with scientists from the Lacombe Research 
Center to test microbes from the digestive tracts of cattle. 
She mixed the microbes with water of different tempera¬ 
tures and observed that microbes exposed to temperatures 
below 0° Celsius, were not very active. 

Alana was able to conclude that snow and ice water are 
not the best drinking sources for cattle rather, the warmer 
the water (ideally between about 0° and 37° Celsius), the 
better the digestion and productivity of cattle. 

Coreen Mathon researched the cleanliness of shopping 
malls. Coreen specifically wanted to see how much bacte¬ 
ria there was on specific items found in a mall, such as 
door handles, toilet seats and shopping carts. 

After collecting bacteria from an un-named local mall 
and after culturing growths from the bacteria samples in 
petri dishes, Coreen found something she didn't expect. 

"I found that the latches and handles in the bathrooms 
had hardly any bacteria on them,’ said Coreen. "It proved 
that the janitors took excellent care." 

Although the door handles and latches were fairly clean, 
Coreen's research showed the toilet seats, and shopping 
carts were not as sanitary. Both samples showed a number 
of types of bacteria and some fungus. 

Besides a trip to the National Science Fair, Coreen's re¬ 
search also garnered her a one-year scholarship to Red Deer 
College, where she plans to study Animal Sciences. 

Alana and Coreen are among many successful Science 
Fair entries from students of Chinook's Edge School Divi¬ 
sion. 

"We're extremely proud of all of our students who did so 
well at the Regional Science Fair," said Jim Gibbons, Su¬ 
perintendent, Chinook’s Edge School Division. "We are proud 
of their hard work, and know these students have gained a 
valuable experience." 

"We'd also like to express our thanks to their teachers 
and parents," continued Gibbons. 

"We know that their guidance and support is critical to 
our students' successes.”

Marc Aubee

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QUESTION: Why can’t parents get children to obey 
just by explaining what they want them to do? Why is it 
so often necessary to punish or raise our voices to get 
them to cooperate? Why can’t they just accept a few rea¬ 
sonable rules and avoid all that conflict? It just doesn’t 
add up to me. 

DR. DOBSON: After working with children for years, 
I’m convinced that their challenging behavior is motivated 
in part by the desire for power that lies deep within the 
human spirit. 

From a very early age, they just don’t want anyone 
telling them what to do. They are also great admirers of 
strength and courage. Maybe this is why mythical char¬ 
acters like Superman, Robin Hood and Wonder Woman 
have been so prominent in the folklore of children. Per¬ 
haps it is also why kids brag that “My dad can beat up 
your dad!” (One child said in reply, “That’s nothing — 
my mom can beat up my dad, too!”) It is a fact that most 
boys, and some girls, care about the issue of “who’s tough¬ 
est.” Whenever a youngster moves into a new 
neighborhood or a new school district, he often has to 
fight, either verbally or physically, to establish himself in 
the hierarchy of strength. 

There is usually a “top dog” in a group of children who 
bosses everyone else around. There is also a little defeated 
pup at the bottom of the heap who takes the brunt of eve¬ 
ryone’s abuse. 

And each child between those extremes usually knows 
where he or she ranks in relation to the others. I believe 
this admiration for power also makes children want to 
know how tough their leaders are. They will occasionally 
disobey adults for the precise purpose of testing their de¬ 
termination and courage. 

Thus, whether you are a parent, grandparent, Boy Scout 
leader, bus driver, Brownie leader or a schoolteacher, I 
can guarantee that sooner or later, one of the children 
under your authority will clench his little fist and chal¬ 
lenge your leadership. He will convey this message by his 
disobedient manner: “I don’t think you are tough enough 
to make me do what you say.” The way you handle that 
confrontation is being watched closely by every child in 
the group. 

Your reaction will determine how soon another occurs 
and with what intensity it is driven. 

QUESTION: My wife and I have two very strong-willed 
kids who are hard to handle. They seem to need to test 
us, and they’re happiest and most contented when we are 
toughest on them. Why do they insist on making us growl 
at them and even punish them more than we’d like to? 

DR. DOBSON: It is curious, isn’t it, that some chil¬ 
dren seem to enjoy fighting with their parents. It’s a func¬ 
tion of the pugnacious temperament with which they are 
born. Many kids just like to run things and seem to enjoy 
picking fights. 

There is another factor that is related to a child’s sense 
of security. Let me illustrate it this way. Imagine you’re 
driving a car over the Royal Gorge Bridge in Colorado, 
which is suspended hundreds of feet above the canyon floor. 
As a first-time traveler, you’re pretty tense as you drive 
across. It is a scary experience. I knew one little fellow 
who was so awed by the view over the side of the bridge 
that he said, “Wow. Daddy! If you fell off of here, it’d kill 
you constantly!” 

Now suppose there were no guardrails on the side of 
the bridge. Where would you steer the car? Right down 
the middle of the road. Even though you don’t plan to hit 
those protective railings along the side, you just feel more 
secure knowing that they’re there. It’s the same way with 
children. 

There is security in defined limits. They need to know 
precisely what the rules are and who’s available to en¬ 
force them. 

Whenever a strong-willed child senses that the bounda¬ 
ries may have moved, or that his or her parents may have 
lost their nerve, the child will often precipitate a fight 
just to test the limits again. Children may not admit that 
they want you to be the boss, but they breathe easier when 
you prove that you are.

First-reading given for 
designation of land for 
condo-project 
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County residents will not see tax increases in 2002 


A $25 million County> budget is the envy of surrounding municipalities, says Reeve.

New growth has afforded no tax increases for Moun¬ 
tain View County residents. 

The budget, with revenues of $25,537,979 will af¬ 
ford a $50,000 surplus, something council is very proud 
of considering no tax increases. 

“I think this is a good budget,” said Reeve Ian 
Harvie. “We are the envy of all our counterparts be¬ 
cause of good planning done at this table.” 

The 2002 budget was accepted for information at a 
special meeting held April 22. Final direction and a 
tax rate bylaw is expected to be dealt with during 
Wednesday’s regular monthly meeting. 

"It is a status quo budget,” said Bryn Jones, direc¬ 
tor of finance. 

“Because of continued growth from last year we 
were able to take care of any increases without rais¬ 
ing taxes. 

County administration explained that, theoretically, 
ratepayers who had no additions or improvements to 
their property would see no change in the tax levy for 
municipal purposes. 

“In practice, because of varying market value 
growth for properties throughout the county, each 
ratepayer will see a differing decrease or increase in 
his/her tax bill depending on where they live,” ex¬ 
plained Jones to council. 

Highlights of the budget include the continued use 
of a contract assessor position and the addition of one 
more county constable. 


Currently the county employs three full-time as¬ 
sessors plus one contract assessor. The contract posi¬ 
tion was included in the last half of the 2001 budget. 
The 2002 budget position cost increased by $5,000 to 
accommodate a funding for a full 12 months. 

It is expected, if county council gives final approval 
for this position, the assessor will systematically go 
home to home throughout the county to update as¬ 
sessment information on each dwelling. 
“So if you haven’t had an assessor at your property 
during the last few years, you should expect a visit,” 
said Jones. 

Harold Johnsrude spoke to the need for this addi¬ 
tion to the assessment department. 

“The new assessor is a fairness issue. It isn’t fair 
for one neighbour who reports all improvements to be 
paying more in taxes than the other neighbour who 
never says anything,” said Johnsrude adding he ex¬ 
pects the increase in tax revenue to pay for any addi¬ 
tional costs this position adds to the budget. 

A new county constable has been a topic of discus¬ 
sion for the past three years, said Johnsrude. 

Mountain View County surveyed other counties of 
the same size to compare kilometres travelled by their 
constables and number of calls which needed action 
of some sort. Johnsrude found other county consta¬ 
bles to average 1,232 km travelled compared to Moun¬ 
tain View’s 3,666 km; other counties averaged 223 
calls compared to Mountain View’s 431 calls. 

“I wouldn’t be doing justice to this staff if 1 didn’t 
speak up to this issue,” said Johnsrude when council-

lors questioned the need for another constable. 

He said this need is about service, not ticketing 
increases. The constable is overworked and isn’t able 
to get back to some ratepayers complaints for up to 
two to three days. 

The budget included $35,000 to pay for another 
constable plus approximately $42,000 for an additional 
vehicle. This position is expected to cost $80,000 per 
year which will include, salary, benefits and opera¬ 
tional costs. 

Other highlights of the budget include work being 
completed on the Acme road, in the southeast corner 
of the county, and the Bergen road, east of Olds. 

Mountain View County reports a total operating 
reserve of $7.7 million which is a good amount for a 
county of this size, said Jones. 

Councillors suggested they may consider plans to 
use any surplus to help county ratepayers with costs 
relating to drought conditions.

Fountains, ponds and goldfish

Ponds are a 
beautiful addition that will attract 
a lot of wildlife. When it comes time 
to refill it, place a bucket in the pond 
and place your hose in the bucket.

The Alberta Drought Moni¬ 
toring Program (DroughtNet) 
is a new federal/provincial part¬ 
nership that will help monitor 
and evaluate drought condi¬ 
tions across Alberta under a 
first-of-its-kind provincial pro¬ 
gram. 

Agriculture and Agri-Food 
Canada (AAFC) will contribute 
$500,000 from the Rural Water 
Development Program towards 
the $1.7 million cost of 
DroughtNet. This additional 
funding will complement the 
$1.2 million already committed 
by Alberta and will allow the 
purchase and installation of 34 
weather monitoring stations. 

"I'm pleased the Government 
of Canada could help Alberta 
launch this important project," 
Agriculture and Agri-Food Min¬ 
ister Lyle Vanclief commented. 

Helping farmers use all the new 
technology available to help 
avoid the effects of severe 
drought conditions is one of our 
most important goals.” 


ing weather network and moni¬ 
tor daily near real-time climate 
and soil moisture data for re¬ 
porting the location, extent 
and severity of drought. 

The reports will provide es¬ 
sential information for making 
decisions on drought responses 
and enable government officials 
and stakeholders to assess the 
drought situation more accu¬ 
rately. 

Alberta is the first province 
to develop this type of struc¬ 
tured process for monitoring, 
reporting and addressing 
drought conditions. 

In December, the Govern¬ 
ment of Canada announced

opment Program in Alberta to 
support strategic initiatives to 
reduce the risk of future water 
shortages in the province. The 
$500,000 allocation for 
DroughtNet is funded by that 
program.

DroughtNet was created by 
the Alberta government 
through the work of the Agri¬ 
culture Drought Risk Manage¬ 
ment Committee, of which 
AAFC's Prairie Farm Rehabili¬ 
tation Administration is a key 
player. A component of that 
plan was the establishment of 
a drought monitoring network 
in Alberta. 

The network of 34 stations,

Trevor Switzer, who has built 
similar buildings in Westlock 
and Olds, purchased the land 
with the hopes of building 
apartment condominiums. The 
site used to be a dormitory for 
the now-gone Bible College 
which is presently adjacent to 
a senior's condo project. 

The combined size of the two 
lots is 57.05 metres by 37.82 
metres. The plan is to consoli¬ 
date the lots, condominiumize 
the apartment and sell the 
units. "This is definitely not a 
seniors building," said Switzer 
to Council. "It is an active adult 
building." 

Switzer bought the property 
with a condition of the sale is 
that the property is 
redesignated. 

Planning and Development 
Officer Robert Wigg wrote in the 
April 17 agenda that except for 
College Green, the project is 
likely to have little impact on 
the neighbours. Switzer has met 
with the College Green Home- 
owners Association and said he 
has received a favourable re¬ 
sponse.

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Weather affects 


economic use of fertilizer 


Crop production decisions 
depend to a great extent on an¬ 
ticipation of the weather. There 
may be no such thing as a nor¬ 
mal season, but farmers are 
very aware of patterns that ap¬ 
pear most often in their area. 
There is no single crop produc¬ 
tion decision more dependent on 
weather than a fertilizer pro¬ 


gram. 

"When planning a fertilizer 
program, the first criterion is 
usually one of economics, fer¬ 
tilizer has to boost the value of 
crop production more than the 
cost of the fertilizer," says Ron 
Hockridge, crop specialist and 
financial business analyst with 
Alberta Agriculture, Food and 


Rural Development, 

Wetaskiwin. "To this end, many 
years of research have pro¬ 
duced data to show what re¬ 
sponse can be expected from 
different levels of fertilizer most 
years. An expected price is sim¬ 
ply attach to estimate the crop 
worth and the cost per unit of 
fertilizer to calculate where the 


best level of fertility is likely to 
be. Producers usually have to 
back off from this level some¬ 
what to allow for fluctuations 
and other limitations that oc¬ 
cur on each field." 

To limit the fluctuations in 
response, the farmer may take 
some steps to make more effi¬ 
cient use of fertilizer. Banding 


slows down the reaction of 
some of the nutrients with the 
soil and keeps them available 
for plant use longer. If you can 
place the fertilizer where the 
crop can readily access it, you 
get an added benefit. Studies 
have shown that the best place¬ 
ment is slightly below the seed 
and to the side.
